" T H E SILENT M A N ” SPEAKS. 


G a l e n a , August 28;h.—Last night Hon. 
Philo A. Orton, in a speech at a Republican 
mass meeting, gave his reasons for leaving 
the Democratic party, with which he has 
acted for twenty years. He introduced Gen­ 
eral Grant, who said: “ I did not intend to 
speak when I came here to-night. I am 
very much like Judge Orten. I have never 
made a Republican speech in my life, or any 
kind of political speech. I am sure it would 
require some time and much preparation to 
make one of any length. I can, of course, 
go a little further than Judge Orton, and say 
I never voted a Republican Presidential 
ticket in my life, and but one Democratic 
ticket, and that many years ago, when I was 
quite a young man. But I will pledge you 
iny word here to night that if I am spared— 
although I shall be at some distance from you 
on the 2d of November—I shall return to 
Galena to cast one Republican vote for Pres­ 
ident of the United States, and I hope the 
city of Galena will cast a round Republican 
vote such as it has never cast before.” 


A S IRISH REPUBLICAN CRUSADE. 


C h ic a g o , August 28th.—A Tribune Boston 
special says : The Republicans have several 
Irish speakers in Maine, and three of them 
spoke at Lewiston last night to large and at­ 
tentive audiences, composed largely of Irish- 
Americans.

E xciting S c e n e D a rin g a M uriler T r ia l in 
K entucky. 
L o u i s v ille , 
August 2Sth.—A thrilling 
scene occurred in the Court-room at Nicho- 
Iasville, Ky., last evening. For a week past 
James H. Arnold has been on trial for the 
murder of his brother-in-law, Hon. Robert 
Little, at Richmond, last winter. C. J. 
Brouston, for the State, replied to Senator 
Voorhees, of Arnold’s counsel, and in his 
summary denounced a part of the testimony 
for the defense as a forgery, when Senator 
Voorhees interrupted, Haying: “ May it 
please the Court, no such testimony as that 
has beer introduced iu this Court. I de­ 
nounce the statement as untrue.” Bronston, 
turning to the Senator, emphatically declared 
that there was such evidence. The counsel 
disputed with each other for some time, 
when J. T. Sewell, a friend 
of 
the 
prisoner, said that nothing of the kind 
had been offered. 
Then some 
auditor 
shouted: 
“ It 
is 
a 
d 
d 
lie,” 
a 
woman screamed, and there was a riotous 
and confused scene. Meantime a brother of 
the prisoner had presented a pistol at the 
heart of Prosecuting Attorney Bronston, and 
profanely declaring that he had got him now, 
was about to fire, when a bystander grasped 
the pistol and turned the muzzle aside. Bron­ 
ston called for somebody to give him a pistol, 
but nobody responded. Judge Buckner com­ 
manded the officers to control the crowd, but 
they were nearly powerless, líe summoned 
his clerk and the bystanders to disarm a man 
who was flourishing a pistol, which they suc­ 
ceeded in doing, and the man was sent to 
prison, aiid order being restored, the jury aud 
the prisoner, who had been locked up to­ 
gether, were brought out. Senator Voorhees 
and Bronston then explained that their dis­ 
pute had been the result of a misunderstand­ 
ing. Arnold's wife clasped her hands about 
his neck and sat upon his knee, refusing to 
leave him. 
The trial closed to-day with a verdict of 
“ not guilty.” The killing occurred on the 
l!*th ot December, at Richmond, where both 
men were prominent and respected citizens. 
The mother of their wives had died a few 
months previously, leaving an estate of 
85,000, with Little as executor. The admin­ 
istration of the estate led to personal ill feel­ 
ing between the two men, whose wives were 
to share it equally, and on the morning named 
Arnold went to Little’s office, and, in the ab­ 
sence of any witness, Bhot him. The theory 
of self-defense, upon which Arnold was ac­ 
quitted, was based less upon the testimony 
of witnesses than on the probability that an 
altercation would take place when the two 
parties met. The verdict caused intense ex­ 
citement in the Court-room. Arnold’s friends 
shouted and surrounded him, while his wife 
covered him with her body to prevent his be­ 
ing killed. A strong guard took the prisoner 
to his home. 
The examination of Arnold’s brother for 
drawing a revolver on Bronston was con­ 
cluded this evening. He was fined §1,000 
and sentenced to State Prison for a year.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


The Engllxh Peer* and Gladstone'* Bill*. 
L o n d o n , August 28th. —The House of Lords 
has fixed the third reading of the employers’ 
liability bill for Tuesday, when it will prob­ 
ably pass, but in the form which the House 
of Commons will not be disposed to accept. 
The Becond rea iijg of the hares and rabbits 
bill has been fixed for Monday. The Earl of 
Redesdale will move its rejection, but it is 
probable the majority will prefer to amend 
it by empowering the tenant to contract 
with the landlord regarding the respective 
ground game rights. Such aa amendment 
the Government could not accept, as it would 
substantially destroy the bill. 
It is stated that at the end of autumn a 
meeting of the Conservatives will be held 
under the auspices of Lora Be iconsfield and 
members of the late Government, to advise 
the various Conservative associations through­ 
out the country -to affiliate with the London 
Central Association, as to the propriety of 
holding meetings during the winter with a 
view of obtaining the opinion of their con­ 
stituencies upon current politics, including 
the continuance of the ballot act, or the ad­ 
visability of returuing to the system of open 
voting under the new enactments designed to 
prevent abuses. The Marquis of Salisbury, 
Sir Stafford Northcote, Sir Richard Aston 
Crosseck, Sir John Holker and Lord George 
Hamilton Lave promised to take part in the 
meeting. 
Yesterday’s struggle in the House of Com­ 
mons resulted in a victory for the Govern­ 
ment, after twenty-one hours’ continuous 
sitting. A postponement of the constabulary 
vote was only conceded by the Government 
upon Parnell’s undertaking that it shall not 
be obstructed.

MINING NOTES. 


Rich gold ledges are reported in the Bald 
Hill District, Del Norte county. 
New placer mining ground is being 
opened at Columbia Hill, Nevada county, 
that pays well. 
Ten ounces of coarse gold were washed 
out on Otter creek, El Dorado county, in 
two days, recently. 
The break in stocks has interrupted n 
number of proposed European trips. 
The 
boys can’t go abroad until they have cleaned 
up on a big maiket. 
Three men are at work on the property 
of the Butte Lode Mining Company, situ­ 
ated on the South Fork of Feather river, 
about two miles aliovc Enterprise, running 
a tunnel. 
The vein is a streak of decom­ 
posed quartz assaying 875 to the ton, and 
the dirt is similar in character to that 
found in Gold Hill district, Nevada. 
The 
deposit was opened some years ago, but 
abandoned because of lack of means to de­ 
velop it. 
The rich vein struck in the Rocky Bar 
mine last week shows no signs of giving 
out, says ths Grass Valley Union of August 
27th, although no pieces of extraordinary 
richness have been brought to the surface 
during the present week, as drifting has 
been going cn. 
The ledge in the drift, 
however, shows well in free gold. 
On 
Wednesday 610 pounds of the rich oro that 
was taken out of the mine was run through 
the batteries of the mill, and in two hours 
and a half run 5421 ounces of amalgam 
were taken from the battery and plates. A 
full clean up of the rock, it was estimated, 
would give full 600 ounces, making a yield 
of over 85,000. 
Besides this the company 
has yet on hand specimens to the value of 
$3,000. 
All of this rock was taken out of 
the mine in three days out of a space sot 
exceeding ten feet. 
Day before yesterday, about noon, says 
the Gold Hill JVevw of August 20th, the 
giraffe got off the track of the incline at 
the Hale k Norcross mine, and got so 
wedged iu against the timbers that it 
could not be moved. 
There were twenty 
men on the 2,400 level that had gone down 
at 7 o’clock in the morning, who were left 
without means of reaching the surface ex­ 
cept by climbing the incline. 
About 2 
o’clock yesterday morning, seventeen of 
the number performed this feat, climbing 
up to where they could go out to the 
Choi lar-Norcross-Savage shaft, but there 
being a very hot place to pass through, 
three of the men could not undertake the 
trip, bat remained below until the giraffe 
was again put in motion, which was about 
noon yesterday. 
It was not so hot below 
as to in anyway injure the men, but their 
position was a very uncomfortable one 
during their imprisonment.

THE SAN FRANCISCO CHARTER. 
The discussion of the new charter which 
is to be voted upon by the people of San 
Francisco on the 8th September has long 
since reached the stage of mutually in­ 
jurious imputation. Both sides deal in 
angry accusations of impure motives, and 
the general result is of course to feed 
partisan acrimony without convincing the 
doubters. 
For any dispassionate and 
profitable consideration of the main points 
of difference it is desirable to assume that 
the contending factions are equally sincere, 
and equally disposed to seek the best good 
of the community. There is plenty of 
room for honest difference of opinion on the 
character of the charter, and to an un­ 
biassed observer it appears quite conceiv­ 
able that both the opponents and advocates 
of the instrum^it may be inspired by the 
same pnblic spirit and the same earnest 
conviction. The dispute, which at first 
was diffusive, and embraced a sharp 
skirmishing over 
details, 
has 
now 
settled down principally upon the very im­ 
portant question of the powers proposed to 
be conferred upon the Mayor. The framers 
of the charter have proceeded on the the­ 
ory that it was safest to give that officer 
extended powers, especially in regard to 
appointments, and to exact from him the 
fullest responsibility. They have sought 
to impose a check upon him by requiring 
the indorsement of the Board of Aldermen 
for all his appointments, and they point to 
the alleged success of this method in other 
large American cities, as a sufficient war­ 
rant for its introduction. The opponents 
of the charter apprehend the failure of the 
proposed system through the election of 
unlit candidates for the Mayoralty, and they 
assert that since there can be no guarantee 
against the election of bad men to the 
office, neither can there be any security 
against the complete prostitution of 
the appointing power sought to be 
vested in him. The advocates of the 
charter reply to this objection that the in­ 
crease of responsibility and power in the 
office of Mayor will impose upon nomina­ 
ting conventions the obligation of making 
more careful selections ; will thus practi­ 
cally exclude objectionable men from can­ 
didature ; and will also cause voters to 
look more sharply after the character of 
the nominees. It is evident from this out- 
1 ne of some of the staple positions of the 
disputants that the question is a grave one, 
and that there is very much to be Baid on 
both sides. It must be admitted that 
when an elective officer is given a 
wide appointing power, the admin­ 
istration 
of 
his 
office 
will 
de­ 
pend largely, if not altogether, upon 
the character 
and motives of the 
bodies which select tho candidates. The 
theory that the people can be trusted to 
make wise selections in such cases is hardly 
relevant, the fact being that as a rule the 
people do not make selections at all, and 
are only allowed tho opportunity to choose 
between the two or perhaps three men who 
have been put forward by anything but 
open methods. Bat it must be pointed 
out that if this is an objection it applies 
alike to all elective offices, and that there­ 
fore it must apply to the substitution of 
elections for appointments in the offices 
now proposed to be put under the Mayor’s 
authority. The difficulty in the case, in 
fact, seems to grow out of the nature of 
partisan machinery, which as things are 
must take the precedence iu controlling 
force of whatever arrangements the fram­ 
ers of a charter can devise. 


sourHERN DEMOCRATIC GOVERNMENT. 
A campaign document lias been prepared, 
showing the results of Democratic govern­ 
ment at the South. We presume that it 
does not exhibit the results of Carpetbag- 
ism in that region, for campaign documents 
are not usually remarkable for their 
dispassionate character. Vet we are dis­ 
posed to believe that an, exhibit showing 
plainly the entire results of both Repub­ 
lican and Democratic rule at the South 
would be very instructive and con­ 
vincing at this time. For while it would 
mako the corruption of the Carpetbaggers 
manifest, it would also demonstrate the 
insincerity of the pretenses put forward at 
tho time, that the Southern whites were 
prepared to restore honest and efficient 
government if they had the oppor- 
tnnity. 
Tfie 
truth 
is 
that since 
the whole section fell into their hands 
the 
corruption 
and 
abuses 
have 
increased 
a 
hundredfold, 
and the 
principal tendency developed has been 
a fondness for repudiation. The ostensible 
plea for this form of swindling was orig 
iually the alleged dishonesty and illegit­ 
imacy of the methods by which Stale and 
local debts were contracted. But as the 
repudiators have shown the same spirit 
towards obligations incurred before ami 
during the rebellion, when there were no 
Carpet-baggers iu the country, it is evident 
that that excuse is not valid. .Southern 
Democracy has in fact tended strongly 
towards a 'modern spoiling of the Egypt­ 
ians, the latter being represented by all 
their creditors. As the South controls the 
Northern Democracy, it is of no little im­ 
portance to consider what hearing this love 
of repudiation would have upon national 
affairs, should the Democratic party carry 
the conntry. 
WADE HAMPTON’S EXPLANATION. 
Made Hampton's endeavor to explain 
away his Staunton speech is not convincing. 
The comments of the editor of the Valley 
Virginian upon his statement bear the 
marks of candor and conviction. 
He is 
very positive that General Hampton said 
what he is reported to have said about the 
principles of Lee and .fackson. Hampton 
himself indeed admits that he said in sub­ 
stance the same thing, arid he only asserts 
that the reporter somehow increased the 
force of his remarks. It ¡3 perfectly clear 
that pressure has been brought to bear 
upon the General to induce him to deny 
his utterances. His Northern allies find 
his frankness altogether too embarrassing. ! 
Bat it is equally clear that the journal 
which first published his speech is deter­ 
mined not to be “ bluffed,’’ no matter! 
whose corns are to be trodden upon, and 
that General Hampton will have to be ¡ 
careful in his recantation if he does not 
want to entangle himself in damaging con­ 
tradictions. It must he a very humiliating 
position for him to occupy. Of course he 
knows that every man who heard the 
speech is a witness against him. and though ¡ 
they may pardon his duplicity in view of 
its motive, which is to pull wool over 
Northern eyes, they can scarcely think so 
highly as before of his conscientiousness. 
It would have been more manly in him to 
acknowledge the truth of the report, and 
he might very well have left his Northern 
friends to take care of themselves. 


In other words, it does not appear pos­ 
sible to invent a municipal system which 
may not be maladministered through the 
dominance of corrupt political factions 
outside of it. Suppose that the powers of 
the Mayor had been restricted, as they 
now are, and all the officers of the local 
government had been made elective, 
would that have given the taxpayers any 
additional security ? YY'e cannot perceive 
that it would have done so. The rule 
which can alone guarantee honest admin­ 
istration has been declared to be the with­ 
drawal of all opportunities for wrong­ 
doing from public officials. 
According 
to 
this 
theory 
the 
law 
must 
consist of an elaborate scheme of checks 
and balances, and no power that can possi­ 
bly be withheld must be allowed to any 
man. But in this case there must be 
power lodged somewhere, and the real 
question is, where it can be safely lodged. 
It is urged by the opponents of the char­ 
ter that under it a bad Mayor would 
be enabled to do a great deal of mischief. 
It seems to us that a bad Board of Alder­ 
men would be required also in order to free 
him from restraint. 
But if a faction 
intent only on plunder, such a3 that which 
supported the Tweed Ring in New York, 
held the nominating machinery, it is diffi. 
cult to see what hope of good government 
there would be, whether the Mayor held 
the appointing power or whether all the 
officers were elected. It may, again, be 
granted that iu many respects appoint­ 
ment is preferable to election, always pro­ 
vided 
that there is any guarantee 
for the character of 
the appoint­ 
ments. 
With a given candidate that 
guarantee might exist, but here we are 
dealing with an abstract consideration, 
and it is impossible to foretell what man­ 
ner of candidates may be put forward. 
There is therefore at bottom no impassable 
gulf between the contestants on this point. 
Both possess strong positions, but neither 
are nearly so strong as they think them­ 
selves. 
It is alwiys possible that 
bad government may supervene upon 
the best 
plans, 
so 
long as 
all 
plans arc ultimately dependent upon 
partisan political machinery. The Mayor 
who has the appointing power may be 
an admirable officer. The Government all 
whose members are elected may be satu­ 
rated with corruption. The people of San 
Francisco may ratify or reject the new 
charter, but whatever decision they come 
to they will not really have settled the 
character of their Government definitively, 
since it is clear that the agencies which de­ 
termine that in the long run are beyond 
the reach of a popular vote, and can neither 
be controlled nor settled by the deposition 
of ballots. 


there is something to fie said yet on the 
subject. The vote that has been taken 
does not dispose of the ethical ques­ 
tion at issue. 
It is quite possible 
that if the Managers had put it to 
the vote whether a live naked woman 
should 
be exhibited 
in 
place of 
the picture, they might have obtained an 
affirmative majority. 
That kind of re­ 
course may bear a semblance of di­ 
rectness, but it is not the more satisfactory 
or deserving of respect. The truth is that 
a good deal of irrelevant argument is always 
introduced when the subject commonly 
called, “ the nude in art,” is discussed. 
Well-meaning people talk about it on 
parallels of thought so widely separated 
that harmony of conclusion is un­ 
attainable. In a case of this kind we are 
not called upon to consider whether the 
effect produced upon a company of artists 
or highly educated and refined men and 
women by such a picture as the “ Awaken- 
“ ing” would be healthful or innocent. Wo 
are called upon to consider the effect of 
such a picture upon common people, and 
especially upon young people. In order to 
ascertain the nature of this effect we must 
learn what it is common people see in 
such a picture. And in the case under dis­ 
cussion this is not difficult, since there is, 
for subject, simply and only a woman, 
stark naked, lying on a couch. 
If 
the nudity 
of the 
woman 
were 
subordinate ; 
if 
it 
were 
but a 
necessity of some dramatic situation, or a 
faithful rendering of some historical or 
legendary episode ; or if the naked woman 
were but an incident in a picture crowded 
with other objects and figures ; no doubt 
it would be possible to assume the exist­ 
ence in the average spectator of some other 
emotion than that which is excited by the 
mere exhibition of female nudity. 
But 
here there is nudity and nothing else. For 
all of technical and artistic gratification 
which such a painting bestows is reserved 
for the cultured few. The many see, and 
can see, in it, neither more nor less than a 
vividly real representation of a naked 
woman in abed. We have no doubt at all 
that it would be easy to procure a very 
largo vote in any considerable city, in favor 
of such art exhibitions. Most men find a 
pleasure in pictures of the kind, what- 
they may pretend to the contrary. But 
this is cot the question. The question is 
whether the managers of the Mechanics’ 
Fair do right in exhibiting such a 
picture, and whether the exhibition 
Í3 morally defensible. To us it appears 
that only injurious consequences can flow 
from ruck an open recognition of the las­ 
civious tendencies of poor human nature. 
For a picture of this kind speaks to those 
tendencies alone, and we cannot believe 
that they stand in any need of further 
encouragement. 
We may say further 
that a picture like this is not a fair illus­ 
tration of the legitimate use of tho nude 
in art. Reliance upon nudity alone for 
the attraction of a painting ¡3 not only bad 
in morals but in art. Its employment is 
only admissible when it is redeemed by 
the theme, and here there is no loftier 
theme than M. Zola presents iu the 
kcnnel-photographs ofL’Assommoir. From 
the study of such a painting there can 
come only lewd imaginings and nasty sug­ 
gestions, and no matter how many people 
approve its exhibition we must express 
the opinion that the managers of the 
Mechanics’ Fair made a mistake in allow­ 
ing it to remain ; and a mistake the 
greater in that they themselves had really 
condemned it, by causing it to be covered 
previously.

A party of bulldozers made a serious 
mistake in Georgia the other day. They 
went at midnight, armed and disguised, to 
commit an outrage upon a negro who had 
dared to think for himself in politics. 
They fired into his cabin and then burst in 
the door, whereupon their intended victim 
fired both barrels of a shotgun at them, 
and killed two on the spot. If there had 
been more negroes like this one bulldozing 
would have gone out of fashion long age.

This is by far the most remarkable fact in 
the case. It is wonderful enough to find 
a colored man with the courage to resist 
oppression, but to find a Southern Coro­ 
ner's jury willing to justify such an act of 
self-defense is at least sufficient to demon­ 
strate that the exigencies of the campaign 
arc beginning to be realized down South, 
and that an attempt is being made to act 
upon the “ no killing” order from head­

THE DEATH OF OURAY. 
The death of Chief Ouray has apparently 
occurred very unseasonably for the con­ 
clusion of the treaty with the Utes. He 
had a great influence over that tribe of 
Indians, and bis exertions alone hail pre­ 
vented the failure of all the negotiations 
with them. But for him they would have 
gone to war long since, and it would have 
cost a great expenditure to subdue them. 
Ouray has, fortunately for himself, died in 
time to avoid enduring the mortification 
which the matter-of-course violation of 
his treaty must have coat him. For it would 
be unreasonable to anticipate any better 
faith on tho part of the Government in this 
than in preceding cases, and if the Utes, 
notwithstanding Ouray’s death, sign the 
treaty, it may be regarded as a foregone con­ 
clusion that it will be trampled under foot 
before ten years have passed.

Progress ef the New Transcontinental 
Railway. 
On the 23d instant the builders of the 
Southern l’acilie Railroad bad successfully 
surmounted all the obstacles met in the 
Dragoon mountains, and on the 24th com. 
menced a lively race for K1 1’aso, over 200 
miles from the end of the track, which it is 
intended to reach in 100 working days, or 
possibly a few days over. On the 14th 
instant there were 12,200 feet of steel rails 
laid; on the 25th, 11.000; on the 20th, 
12, S0C -over two miles, and the greatest 
distance ever laid in one day by tbe South­ 
ern Pacific—and on the 27th, 12,000 feet* 
At this rate the company will reach El 
Paso with its road by Christmas. The 
road is now completed and in running order

The Australian steamer City of New 
York, which sailed yesterday, carried 
away ninety passengers and a very heavy 
cargo of freight. She is commanded by 
Captain Seabury, Captain Cobb having se­ 
cured a leave of absence. 
The Occidental and Oriental Company's 
Steamship Oceanic brought to this port on 
her last trip from Hongkong a number of 
articles originally shipped from Bombay 
for .T. G. Fair of this city. The invoice in­ 
cludes some very rich and beautiful Indian 
goods, some table-cloths being especially 
handsome in design and finish. 
Angel Island has recently been found to 
be.the scene of a hermit’s presence, vho, 
w ith his faithful dog, occupies a small cave 
along the northern portion of the island. 
He passes his time in lishiDg, and when 
disturbed by tho presence of intruders, 
gives a w hietle which his companion is not 
slow to eomprthend, and jumping ¡uto a 
boat the hermit rows away, only to return 
at some future time, more propitious for 
silent and uninterrupted meditation. 
A few years ago the trade between 1 Ta­ 
cana and China passed through San Fran­ 
cisco. Chinese merchants have, how ever, 
found that they can ship by way of the 
Suez Canal in English steamers to Eng­ 
land and have the goods transhipped to 
Havana at a less cost than shipped by way 
of this port. A Chinese merchant recently 
shipped 2,000 packages by way of Suez. 
He says the freight was $3 less per package 
thau it would have beeu by way of San 
Francisco, the entire saving being there­ 
fore $6,000. 
Upon the arrival in port of the Brazilian 
frigate Olivia, a short time ago, twenty of 
the sailors were found to be suffering from 
a disease known as “ beri beri,” which is 
common in certain portions of India, but 
of which little is known by European phy­ 
sicians. 
Since their admission to the 
Marine Hospital, to which they were taken, 
three of the sailors have died. The disease 
is characterized by great weakness and con­ 
siderable numbness in different parts of the 
body. It appears to be a sort of general 
debility, but for which there is no known 
remedy. 
According to the San Mateo Gazette, A. 
Dennis, of Summit Springs, started to 
chop a small tree which was hollow and 
open on one side. He had partially chopped 
it, when he inserted his hand in the open- 
iDg to remove the chips.

A ROW AND A RUMPUS AND THE RESULT. 


The half-price saloon opposite to this office 
was the scene of much activity la3t night. A t 
7 o’clock a fight occurred in the place, which 
drew a large crowd. 
Two lively chaps got 
into a wrangle with a third party and pro­ 
ceeded to get him into a corner and punch 
his head. A fourth man interfered as a 
jieacemaker, and the first two turned on him 
and put bow-windows over his eyes without 
paint or putty so speedily that he was half 
blind in less than a minute. 
Then a chair 
went sailing through the air and brought a 
fifth man up all standing. 
Number three 
searched for his pistol and discovered that he 
had left it at home. 
Meanwhile, in the 
midst of cries and confusioD, and while num 
her three was bunting for a club and number 
five was assorting the bar tumblers to find 
which could be thrown with deadliest effect, 
numbers one and two broke through the 
crowd and ran like deer up Third street and 
disappeared in the darkness. 
The remainder

The auditorium of the Metropolitan Thea­ 
ter is bemg thorougly renovated and repainted.

The other day a reporter and others went 
through the building from top to bottom and 
into every nook and corner of the stage, and 
examined all the scenery, and during the re­ 
cent conventi ms there the stage and scenery 
were examined by several citizens who feel an 
interest in the drama and its proper presenta­ 
tion. 
A s a result, it would seem that Mr. 
Bailey can deserve the thanks and good 
wishes of all thejiter-goers in Sacramento by 
making some 
inexpensive 
reforms 
upon 
the stage, 
and to which his principals 
cannot 
in 
reason 
raise 
the 
slightest 
objection. 
The examination 
referred to 
shows that these things may easily be done 
by a skilled man. 
Lay hold upon tne scenery 
most frequently in use and cover aud stitch 
all the rents ; cleanse all the marks of fre­ 
quent handling from the scene doors, tor­ 
mentors, flies and wings, and which in some 
cases are exceedingly offensive; dust the 
drop curtain thoroughly, aud thoroughly re­ 
pair, by uuderlays aud stitching, the old 
carpet; so far as is possible touch up the 
scenery which has been marred by nails, at­ 
tachments, etc.; close up all the holes in the 
proscenium arch, aud wipe out all the patch­ 
work there by a heavy coat of whitewash or 
a tint wash, which will increase the light and 
be a great improvement. 
All these sugges­ 
tions careful examination shows can be done 
by an ordinary skilled workman and an ordi­ 
nary painter in a few days—water colors 
being used chiefly on 
all 
the 
scenery. 
These 
reforms, 
simple 
and 
inexpensive 
as 
they are, 
\t 
is

The 
general expression of citizens is—the subject 
having been revived recently—that as a new 
theater seems to be out of the question, the 
old one ought to be made as presentable a3 
possible, and can be for a trifle of cost, if a 
little ingenuity is brought to bear. 
One gen­ 
tleman, who has had some experience in the 
matter of “ setting things to rights,” made 
these remarks concerning i t :

HAIP.BREADTH ESCAPE. 


The Catavi rae Chronicle tells the follow­ 
ing story : 
One of those thrilling episodes that oc­ 
casionally enter into the life of a minor and 
illustrate its perils, occurred in the W al­ 
lace & Ferguson mine, at Sheep Ranch. 
The shaft has two compartments, and is 
400 feet deep. 
Both compartments are 
used 101- hoisting purposes, signal bells be­ 
ing utilized to enable the engineer to dis­ 
tinguish lictween the divisions of 
the 
shaft. 
One day last week three men went 
down in the bucket, their destination being 
the 200-foot level. 
One of the trio, Thos. 
Taggert got into the bucket, while the 
other two stood on its top and held on by 
the cable—the “ usual w ay.” 
Arriving at 
the 200-foot station, the men stepped off 
into the level, anil Taggert hail got partly 
out of the bucket when the bell in the 
other compartment gave the signal to hoist. 
The engineer 
mistook the signal 
and 
hoisted in the compartment which the men 
had just gone down. 
Taggert was in the 
act of getting out of the bucket— had one 
leg out and one in, in fact—when the lat­ 
ter started up the shaft. 
The bucket, 
with Taggert hanging to it, had proceeded 
but a few feet when it tipped over, precipi­ 
tating the unfortunate man headlong down 
the shaft. 
A t the moment of falling—iu 
utter desperation, as a drowning m m 
grasps at a straw—Taggert caught at t ie 
rocky wall of the shaft with liis bands. By 
a miracle of good fortune one of his wrists 
lodged in a wedge-shaped interstice in the 
side of the shaft, and Taggart hung by one 
arm, suspended in mid-air, with 200 feet of 
space beneath him. 
No one can have the 
faintest idea of the unutterable horror of 
such a position. 
Enveloped in impene­ 
trable darkness, suspended by one arm 
over an abyss that invited him to certain 
death if his frail support should give away, 
and alive to the knowledge that the de­ 
scending bucket might precipitate such a 
catastrophe, Taggert’s situation was so in­ 
expressibly' horrible that its contemplation 
makes one shudder. 
Luckily, howaver, 
his comrades comprehended the situation of 
affairs, and by acting promptly prevented 
a tragic ending of the accident. 
Taggert 
was released from his perilous positioD, 
escaping any' more serious injury than a 
severe strain of his physical syBtem and 
mental faculties.
